March 11.— Tho 
czar ha-- re eived the following me. 
sage frrm Viceroy Alexeiff, dated 
Mukden, March 10. — "The oomnmnd- 
eot of the fortress at Port Arthur re- 
]>orti that about I o'clock this mornng 
the outlines of voMcl*, apparently t cr- 
istate boats, were seen at sea, within 
ilia area swopi by onr searchlights. 
Onr batteries ned fire upon these 
vessels. Onr torpedo boats put out to 
--•a at 2:4Aa m . and nt abont 4 
o'clock met tho enrniy west of the 
Liao Tishin lighthouse. After firing 
seviral shots the enemy retired to tho 
south in the direction of Sbundnn 
Our torjmdo boats returned to the bar- 
tior a fi o'olook. 

"Later tnrtwdo boats were again 
— en t to sea to recommit or. They re- 
turned in half an hoar, having lenrtied 
thst an enemy's s«|uaoron was ap- 
proaching. 

" At 8 o'olo< k the Japanese opened 
firs upon ooromis rs amt tbs fortress 
The enemy had fourteen ships and 
flrot Hie entire time from behind Liao 
Tishin.

Central station has 
to cover the entire North Side, while 
tbe South Side has another depart- 
ment. The lack of another station on 
the North Side is one of the main rea- 
sons the insurance companies expect 
to raise rates in Padncab. Tot tbe 
boards propose now to move the»sta- 
tion farther away from the side of 
town on which it is needed. 

Should tbe location be changed, as 
proposed, it would not amount to 
much as to distanoc, bnt it might 
amount to considerable otherwise. It 
woold force every run of the depart- 
ment to the North Side, to go through 
tbe most congested putt of tbe oity, 
tho business portion, and would re 
quire more tnbe than now to reach the 
outskirts, £ which are already too far 
from the station. 

The Sooth Side has most of the 
manufacturing plants, it is true, bnt 
In addition to the city's Sooth Side 
station, every one of these factories 
has its own private fire fighting ap- 
paratus, which makes protection not 
so imperative there aa it ia for the re- 
mote parts of the North Side. 

The general opinion heard today 
was that Central station shonld be al- 
'owed to remain where it is, or if 
moved at all, shonld be moved farther 
west and north and not farther sooth. 

Tho present Central station coaid 
not be sold for mnch exoept the real 
estate, as the building itself coaid not 
well be nsed for anything else.

Charleston, S. O., March 10. — Ad 
vices received nere from Wnlterboro, 
3,. O., state that tbe brutal murder of 
Mrs. G. F. Jones, the wifo of a se 
tion hiirid ou tho Atlantic Coast Line, 
two years ago. for which three Degrees 
were lynched, was really committed 
by the woman's husband, and he is 
alleged to have made a death bed con- 
fession of the horrible crime a few 
days ago. 

Tho murder was committed Mav 18, 
1902. It was ono of the most brntal 
crimes which has occurred iu this 
thickly settled negro seotion of South 
Carolina, and tbe discovery of the 
crime was left for the little 10-yrav 
old daughter of the patents who had 
been tho participants of the killing 
When the little girl awoke and dressed, 
she fonmt herself ulone in the house. 
She looked in vain about the honse for 
her mother, and failing to find her she 
started to look through the premises, 
when in stepping front the kitchen 
door she came ujion tbe object of bet 
search, lying near tbe doghouse, cov- 
ered in blood. She gave the alarm and 
hastened down tho railroad tracks a 
short distance to her father, to an- 
nounce the terrible news. He return 
td with bis danghter to tha scene cl 
■ the murder and appeared to be over- 
come by the *ad sight which met bis 
view. Mrs. Jones’ sknll was frac- 
tured and her arms and hands were 
badly cut. Further examination 
showed that she* was much bruised 
nbnut her body. Three m gro' s, Jim 
Rlack, Thomas Fryor and Arthur 
Ford, notorious characters of the 
neighborhood, had been seen about the 
house on the morning of the tragedy 
and they were suspected of being the 
perpetrators of the crime. A posa< 
was organized iu which Jones joined, 
and before night the threo negroes bad 
been captured and lynched. When 
the negroes were strong up to a tree, 
.tones was permitted to Are the first 
| shot at them. 

On account of the particularly atro- 
I cions character of the crime anil ibe 
general belief that the negroes l.a 1 
committed it, the lynching was con 
doned hy the white people, but the ne- 
groes, who largely oot numbered the 
whites, where much exorcised, aud for 
a time they threatened serious tron 
ble. The crime and tho sulweqoent 
; lynching had almost been forgotten 
until now the story has got out that 
on his deathbed Jones confessed to his 
physician that he had killed his wife 
ami allowed tho negroes to be hnng 
for tho crime that he might escape the 
penalty. It Is said that a qonrrol 
arose nbont Jones' breakfast anil In n 
fit of passion ho seized an ax and 
knocked his wife down, as she was 
about to enter the kitehen door with 
the wood for the store'. Afer he 
knooked her down, a -cording to the 
story, he hit her several times again, 
to make sore that she was dead, and 
then he went down to tho railroad 
track aiM put his gang to work. He 
is said to have seen the negroes, who 
were lynched near tho honse, and his 
supposition that they would be sus 
peeted cf the crime and pay the pen- 
alty was realized. 

The alleged oonfessior. has caused 
great excitement in and abont Wal- 
terboro since the story got ont, not 
wi'hstanding the efforts of t lie laintly 
to keep it qniet. 



The state senate has passed a bill 
which will prove'of great iiiipor.nuoe 
in Paducah, along with other second 
clnss cities, should it get through the 
house. 

Tho bill was introduced by Senator 
Spence, and provides for pensions for 
disabled ]Hilicrni( n and firemen in seo 
ond oluss cities, according to tbe title.

It 1 * 
possible that several new depots at 
small stations will be built, but this 
part of the improvements will cotne 
under another head aud thia matter 
will not be touobed on during this in- 
spection.” 

Mr. Katterjohn, who owns the Kat- 
terjohn Construction Co., stone quar- 
ries at Cedar Bluff, will probably take 
the party through bit quarries this 
morning if they havo enough time, to 
■bow the official* just what he is doing 
in the way of getti ug ont ballast for 
the road. 

“I am now getting out thirty car 
load* of ballast a day,” he derlar-il. 
“and the road is running a double . 
header train out of < 'edar Bluff daily 
with stone to use for bnllasting pur- 
poses on the Tennessco division, whero 
tbe dooble tracking is being done. 
The big 100,000 capacity cars are be- 
ing used which means that 15 tons of 
crushed stone is beirg daily turned 
ont of tbe quaries for tbe railroad com 
pany. Some of this ballast will be 
used iu repairing the Cairo extension 
tracks this -nmmrr. ” 

Mr. KatterjohD is now working 
two hundred men at tbe stone quar-
